withdrawal of several of the inland fisheries commissioners, appointment of 
new commissioners, appointment of n state harbor improvement committee 
to take charge of the expenditure of the $500,000 bond issue and a reso- 
lution for the relocating and repairing of the boundary stones 
between 


Rhode Island and Connecticut. 
The boundary marks between this state 


and Massachusetts have been relocated and put in good condition tailing 
the past year.

When a mill operative is mangled in a machine and sent to n hospita 


for treatment, what happens relative to his claim for damages? 


. The insurance companies that have by contract agreed to hold the cor 


poration safe against all claims i'or damages send their doctors to examine 
the man with a view io minimize his injuries and their agents to look up 
every bit of evidence to prove that the accident was due to the victim's 


own carelessness. 
. 


They can go further and influence witnesses in favor of the injured 


man not to testify. 
This can be done through the employing company 


which can discharge any employe who appears as a witness against it.In 
a case of damages, for the insurance company usually remains in the back- 
ground while the corporation is made the defendant in the suit for dam- 
ages. 


All this is done while the mangled operative is in the hospital, it may 


' be, hovering between life and death with no thought of possible litigation 
.after his recovery or nfter his death if that be the outcome. 


Assuming that he recovers but is disabled for life through no fault 


'• of his own, what redress does the employers' liability act furnish? 
Xone 


at all without a. long legal battle in which he, a poor man, penniless and in- 
experienced in such mutters, has Io fight a la*ge and wealthy corporation 
backed .by insurance companies whose aim is to deny the 
justice, of his 


claims and to defeat him if pos^ble in the courts. 


If he wins a verdict it is paid only after appeals to the supreme court 


or repeated trials Hint cai up the greater part if not all of the amount. 
Sometimes the verdict is not sufficient to meet the legal expenses and in the 
majority of cases thure is a verdict for the defendant even when the claim 
for damages is one that should he sustained. 
But the plaintiff in such a 


case has not the experience, the legal resources or the other advantages 
possessed by the defense and hence, although his cliiim may be good, the 
chances of success nre against him. 


What is the remedy against this injustice to the injured operative? 
It is a law known as the workmen's compensation act, such as has 


been adopted in twenty-two other countries and which gives entire satis- 
faction to all the parties concerned. 


. The agitation for a workmen's compensation act in this state dates 


back to 1903 when Governor Bates appointed a commission to consider the 
relations between employer and employe. 
That commission 
with other 


very excellent recommendations, reported in favor of a workmen's com- 
pensation act und submitted a draft jif a bill for enactment by the legis- 
lature. 
That bill we are glad to sny, was drawn by a Lowell man, Wil- 


liam N". Osgood, and it hns hern before every legislature since that year 
in practically the same form as then reported. 


At first, the interested insurance companies, the public service cor- 


porations and even the labor organizations regarded it as a menace. These 
interests packed the hoiirinsjs in-opposition to the measure and the voices 
raised in its favor worn drowned in Hip storm of opposition. As the question 
was discussed, however, and as the injustice to ihc injured operative was 
exposed, public opinion became aroused mid sentiment in regard to the 
question underwent a radical change. 


This change was 
emphasized 
by the endorsement of ex-President 


Roosevelt, prominent labor leaders and others of national repute and by 
the declaration of Speaker Walker of the Massachusetts legislature after!

SENDS A LETTER TO GOVERNOR 


EBERHART 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 16.—Presi-

When a mill operative is mangled in a machine and sent to a hospital 


for treatment, what happens relative to his claim for damages? 


The insurance companies that have by contract agreed to hold the cor- 


poration safe against all claims for damages send their doctors to examine 
the man with a view to minimize his injuries and their agents to look up 
every bit -of evidence to prove that the accident was due to the victim's 


own carelessness. 
• 
. 


They can go further and influence witnesses in favor of the injured 


man not to testify. 
This can be done through the employing company 


which can discharge any employe who appears as a witness against it in 
a case of damages, for the insurance company usually remains in the back- 
ground while the corporation is made the defendant in the suit for dam- 


All this is done while the mangled operative is in .the hospital, it may 


be, hovering between life and death with no thought of possible litigation 
after his recovery or after his death if that be the outcome. 


• Assuming that he recovers but is disabled for life through no fault 


' of his own, what 1'edrcss does the employers' liability act furnish? 
None 


at all without a long legal battle in which he, a poor mini,, penniless and in- 
experienced in such matters, has to fight a large and wealthy corporation 
backed by insurance companies whose aim is to deny tho

But the plaintiff in such a 


case lias not the experience, the legnl resources or the other advantages 
possessed by the defense and hence, although his claim may bo good, the 
chances of success are against him. 


' What is the remedy against this injustice to the injured operative? 


It is a law known as the workmen's compensation act, such as has 


been adopted in twenty-two other countries alid which gives entire satis- 
faction to all the parties concerned. 


The agitation for a workmen's compensation net in this state dates 


back to 1903 whmi Governor Bates appointed a commission to consider the 
relations ^between employer and employe. 
Thiit commission with other 


very excellent recommendations, reported in favor of a workmen's com- 
pensation act and submitted a draft of a bill for enactment, by the legis- 
lature. 
That bill we are glad to say, was drawn by a Lowell man, Wil- 


liam N. Osgood, nnd it has been before every legislature since that year 
in practically Ihe same form as then reported. 


At first, the interested insurance companies, the public service cor- 


porations and even the labor organizations regarded it as a menace. 
These 


interests packed the hearings in opposition to the measure and the voices 
raised in its favor were drowned in the storm of opposition. As the question 


•was discussed, however, nnd as Hie injustice to the injured operative was 
exposed, public opinion became aroused nnd sentiment in regard to the 
question underwent a radical change.

by the endorsement of

Roosevelt, prominent labor leaders and others of national repute and by 


the declaration of Speaker Walker of the Massachusetts legislature after

The Boston Elevated Railway Co. is said to have 


sent attorneys to investigate the workings of the law in England and Ger- 


many, where it has been in operation for many years. 
The other coun- 


tries in which the law is in force are: Austria, Belgium. British Columbia. 
Cape of Good Hope, Denmark, Finland, France, Greece, Hungary, Italy, 


Luxemburg, Netherlands, New Zeal mid, Norway, Queensland, Russia, South 
Australia, Spain, Sweden and Western Australia. 


What are some of the arguments in favor of such n law? 


The first and most important is that a combination of liability insur- 


ance companies and employing corporations has praoiionlly nullified t h o . 
protective benefits that the injured workman should derive from the em- 
ployers' liability law. 


During the past, dozen years the employers' liability insurance com- 


panies in the United States collected about .fl 00,000,000 of which 70 per 


cent was spent in expenses' leaving but 30 per cent, to meet, dnmage claims. 


Of this amount tho proportion that actually found its way into the pockets 


of tho injured was probably less than one-half, or IS por cent of the 
whole. 


What aro the result, under the workmen's compensation act? 


Only 10 per cent of tho money paid out is consumed in expense* and 


90 pel1 oont poe* to the injured workman. 


Tho workmen's oompcnsnlitui act provides a llxed sum as onmpnnsa- 


lion for tho Insi- of an c.vi1, /i hand, an iivni and so on whether through |hn 


o»ri«s$i)»ss o£ tlio injured or somebody else.

United 


States property at Harper's Ferry and 
thus declaring war with a small band 
of followers on thirty millions of peo- 
ple, historians are still divided In their 
judgment of him and hie acts. 


"The men of the time called him 


hero, madman and almost everything 


between. 
It remained for an intelli- 


gent and highly trained historian, not 
of southern blood, a full generation 
after the fact, when unmoved by the 
passions of tho civil war period, to 
claws him as a common criminal," says 
ons of the most recent of Brown's 
biographers. 
He adds: "That judg- 


ment of John Brown Is perhaps further 
from the truth than any opinion en- 
tertained of him fifty years ago by in- 
telligent and educated men of what- 
ever political faith. 
Brown was an 


anarchist toward a singlo group of un- 
just human laws because he felt so 
acutely their conflict with what he 
deemed divine law. This attitude to- 
ward statutes and constitutional com- 
promises led him Into acts, vain If you 
will and those of a monomaniac, but 
not those of a common criminal." 


The battle of Osawatomie, to be com- 


memorated by the Roosevelt address 
and the erection of a new state park, 
was one of the most striking Incidents 
In the western career of John Brown 
before he turned hie attention, with 
fatal results, to the eastern statee. As 
the inscription on the battlefield momi- 
cluding- his sons, pitted against a force 
of 400 Missourlans who opposed the

The biographers of Brown unite In 


deprecating his early life. His rovins 
disposition and frequent change of oc- 
cupation lend color to the charges of 
shit'tlessness and improvidence. His 
obsession by the anti-siavery Idea 
is variously termed fanaticism and 
righteous Indignation. 
Whatever the 


view that may bu taken of it, there is 
no doubt that he devotfid to it whole 
hcartedly himself and his large family. 
"History can hardly parallel so large a 
family's unanimity of self sacrifice for 
n social ideal, in whose behalf they 
stinted themselves ungrudgingly." says 
a recent writer. 
It was. of course, 


Brown's strong personality and tho 
.vigor with which he pursued the aboli- 
tionist Ideal that led to tho devotion 
to his cause of his wife and his twelve 
sons. John Brown was born In Tor- 
rlngton, Conn., of good Puritan stock 
May 0, 1800. His grandfather was a 
captain in tho Revolution. His father 
was known oti an opponent of slavery. 
After following various occupations, 
marrying and begetting a large famlly 
John Brown, In 1848, bought a farm at 
North Elba, N. Y., where ho IB hurled. 
Ho wandered over Now York, Ohio. 
Connecticut and othor states, every- 
where participating actively In tho 
untl-Blavory cauno. 
Tho settling of 


five of his sons In Kansas nnd tholr 
Identification with ths free noil causa 
drew him to that atato. His career In 
Kansas gnvo him national prominence, 
and hln visionary oornime of establish- 
ing In tho Mnrylnnd or Virginia moun- 
tains a refuge for onoapod slaves led 
40 the battle nt Ifnrpor's Porry and tho 
Anal tragndy at Charloiton, Va. (now 
Wmt Virginia), D«o. S, 1859.

- of,his own, what redress does the employers' liability act furnish? . None 


af^aH-without, a long legal battle in which he, a poor man, penniless and Sn- 


. experienced in such matters, has to fight a largo arid wealthy corporation 


"backed by insurance companies whose, aim is to deny the -justice of his 


claims and to defeat him if possible in the courts. 


If he wins a verdict it. is paid only after appeals to the supreme court 


. or. repeated trials that eat up the greater part if not nlj of the amount. 


Sometimes the verdict is not sufficient to meet the legal expenses and in the 


- majority of cases there is a verdict for the defendant evnn when the claim 


.for damages is one that should bo sustained. 
But the plaintiff in such a 


case has not the experience, the legal resources or the other advantages 
possessed by the defense and hence, although his claim may be good, the 
chances of success are agaiust him. 


What is the remedy, against this injustice to the injured operative? 
It Is a law known as the workmen's compensation act, such as has 


been adopted in twenty-two other countries and which gives entire satis- 
faction to all the parties concerned. 


The agitation for a workmen's compensation act in this state dates 


back to 1903 when Governor Bates appointed a commission to consider the 
relations between employer and employe. 
That, commission with other 


very excellent recommendations, reported in favor of a workmen's com- 
pensation act nnd submitted a draft of a bill for enactment by the legis- 
lature. 
That bill we are glad to sny, was drawn by a Lowell man, Wil- 


liam Iv. Osgood, and it has been before every legislature since that year 
in practically the same form as then reported. 


At first, the interested insurance companies, the public service cor- 


porations. and even the labor organizations regarded it as a menace. These 
interests packed the hearings in opposition to the measure and'the voices 
raised in its favor were drowned in thc storm of opposition. As the question 
was discussed, however, arid as the injustice to the injured operative was 
exposed, public opinion became aroused and sentiment in regard to the 
question underwent a radical change. 


This change was 
emphasized by the endorsement of 
ex-President 


Roosevelt, prominent labor leaders and others of national repute nnd by 
the declaration of Speaker Walker of the Massachusetts legislature after 
the hearing last year that this was the most important subject which had 
been before the legislature during the last session. 


Even the insurance companies and the public service corporations are 


beginning to see the change in the public mind on this question and to pre- 
pare for the inevitable.

The letter from the president, which

Kan- 
sans in general and Osawatomians In 
particular are immensely proud of the 
fact that their invitation to Roosevelt 


was one of the first—if not the very 
first—which the colonel accepted after 
his arrival in Europe from his African 
hunt. 
So Osawatomle will have tho 


double joy of remembering the dead 
man to whom It owes tho widespread 
knowledge of its own name and of 
honoring the living man. 


The tusk of relating something of 


the deeds of John Brown Is not one to 
be approached with liarhtness of heart, 
even by Roosevelt. Although half a 
century, plus almost another year, has 
passed since he expiated on the scaf- 
fold his offense 
of seizing United 


States property at Harper's Ferry and 
thus declaring war with a small band 
of followers on thirty millions of peo- 
ple, historians are still divided in their 
judgment of him and his acts. 


"The men of the time called him 


hero, madman and almost everything 


between. It remained for an intelli- 
gent and highly trained historian, hot 
of southern blood, a full generation 
after tho fact, when unmoved by the 
passions of the civil war period, to 
class him as a ccmmer. criminal," says 
one of the most recent of Brown's 
biographers. 
He adds: "That judg- 


ment of John Brown is perhaps further 
from the truth than any opinion en- 
tertained of him fifty years ago by in- 
telligent and educated men of what- 
ever political faith. 
Brown was an 


anarchist toward a single group of un- 
just human laws because he felt so 
acutely their conflict with what he 
deemed divine law. This attitude to- 
ward statutes and constitutional com- 
promises led him into acts, vain If you 
will and those of a monomaniac, but 
not those of a common criminal." 


The battle of Osawatomie, to be com- 


memorated by the Roosevelt address 
and the erection of a new state park, 
was one of the most striking Incidents 
in the western career of John Brown 
before he turned his attention, with 
fatal results, to the eastern states. As 
the Inscription on the battlefield monu- 
cludlng his sons, pitted against a force 
of 400 Mlssourians who opposed the

"History can hardly parallel so large a 
family's unanimity of self sacrifice for 
a social Ideal, In whose behalf they 
stinted themselves ungrudgingly," says 
a recent writer. 
It was, of course, 


Brown's strong personality and the 
.vigor with which ho pursued the aboli- 
tionist ideal that led to the devotion 
to his cause of his wife and his twelve 
sons. 
John Brown was born In Tor- 


rtngton, Conn., of good Puritan stock 
May 9, 1800. His grandfather was a 
captain In tho Revolution. His father 
was known as an opponent of slavery. 
After following various occupations, 
marrying and begetting a large family 
John Brown, In 1848, bought a form at 
North Elba, N. T., where ho Is burled. 
He wandered over New York, Ohio, 
Connecticut and other states, every- 
where participating netlvely In tho 
anti-slavery cause.

NEED OF A WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION ACT 


When a mill operative is mangled in a machine and sent to a hospital 


for treatment, what happens .relative to his claim for damages? 


The insurance companies that have by contract agreed to hold the cor- 


poration safe against all claims for damages send their doctors to examine 
the man with, a view to minimize'his injuries and their agents to look up 
every bit of evidence lo prove that the accident was due to the victim's 


own carelessness. 
. 


They can go further and influence witnesses in favor of the injured 


man not to testify. 
This can be done through the employing company 


which can discharge any employe who appears as a witness against it in 
a case of damages, for the insurance company usually remains In the back- 
ground while the corporation is made the defendant in the suit for dam- 
ages. 


.All this .is done while the mangled operative is in the hospital, it may 


be, hovering between life and death with no thought of possible litigation 
after, his recovery or after his death if that be the outcome. 


Assuming that he recovers but. is disabled for life through no fault 


of his own, what, redress.does the employers' liability act furnish? 
None 


at all without a long'legal battle in which he, p poor man, penniless and in- 
experienced in such matters, has to fight a large and wealthy corporation 


' backed by insurance companies whose aim is to deny the justice of his 


claims and to defeat him if possible in the courts. 


If he wins a. verdict it is paid only after appeals to the supreme court 


. ' or'.repeated trials that eat up Ihe greater part if not all of the amount. 


Sometimes the verdict is not sufficient to meet the legal expenses and in the 


, majority of cases there is a verdict for the defendant even when the claim 


for damages is one that should be sustained. 
But the plaintiff in such a 


case has not the experience, the legal resources or the other advantages 
possessed by the defense and hence, although his claim may be good, the 
chances of success are against him. — 


-," What is the remedy against this injustice to the injured operative? 


It is a law known as the workmen's compensation act, such as has 


been adopted in twenty-two other countries and which gives entire satis- 
faction to all the parties concerned. 


. •' The agitation for a workmen's compensation act in this state dates 
back to 1903 when Governor Bates appointed a commission to consider the 
relations between employer and employe. 
That commission with other 


very excellent recommendations, reported in favor of a workmen's com- 
pensation act and submitted a draft of a. hill for enactment by the legis- 
lature. 
That bill we are glod to say, was drawn by a Lowell man, Wil- 


liam N.' Osgood, aad it hns been before every legislature since that year 
in practically the same form as then reported. 
' A t first, the interested insurance companies, the public service cor- 
porations and even the la.bor organizations regai'ded it as a menace. These 
interests packed the hearings in opposition to the measure and the voices 
raised in its favor were drowned in the storm of opposition. As the question 
was discussed, however, and as the injustice to the injured operative was 
exposed, public opinion became nrouscd and sentiment in regard to the 
question underwent, a radical change. 


This change was 
emphasized 
by the endorsement of 
ex-President 


Roosevelt, prominent labor leaders nnd others of national repute and by 
the declaration of Speaker Walker of the Massachusetts legislature after 
the hearing last year that this was the most important subject which had 
been before the legislature during the last session. 


Even the insurance companies and the public sen-ice corporations are 


beginning to see (he change in the public mind on this question and to pre- 
pare, for the inevitable. 
The Boston Elevated Railway Co. is said to have 


sent, attorneys to invtEligntc the workings of the law in England nnd Ger- 
many, where it has been in operation for many years. 
The other coun- 


tries in which the law is in force are: Austria, Belgium, British Columbia. 
Cape of Good Hope, Denmark, Finland, France, Greece, Hungary. Italy, 
Luxemburg, Netherlands, New Zealand. Norway, Queensland, Russia, South 
Australia, Spain, Sweden and AVcstern Australia. 


What are some of fhe arguments in fnvor of such a law? 
The first nnd most important is that n combination of liability insur- 


ance companies nnd employing corporations !ms practically nullified tho 
protective benefits that the injured workmnn should derive from tho em- 
ployers' liability Inw. 


During the past, dozen years the employers' liability insurance com- 


panies in tho United States collected about:.$100,000,000 of which 70 per 
cent, was spent in expenses leaving but 30 per cent to meet dmnnpc claims. 
Of this nmounl the. proportion Hint actually found its way into the pockets 
of tho injured was; probably less than ono-half, or .15 per cent (if the 
whole.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 16.—"I know 


of no public question that could bring 
so many representative men together 
in a convention as that of conserva- 
tion," said Thomas R. Shipp, secretary, 
In speaking of the coming congress to 
be held in St. Paul, September 5, 6, 7, 
8, 9.. 
"A glance at the list of speakers is 


sufficient to show that the country's 
best men are behind this movement and 
I have no doubt the second congress is 
going to set a pace that will be hard 
to follow in future." 
The list o£ speakers to which Secre- 
tary Shlpp referred

names as William H. Taft, president o£ 
the United States; Theodore .Roosevelt, 
former president of the United States; 
Gilford Pinchot, 
Senators Beveridge, 


Doliiver arid Nelson, and such repre- 
sentative men as James J. Hill, Wal- 
lace D. Simmons and James R. Gar- 
Held. 
There has been a lot of talk about 
politics in connection with the con- 
gress. That there will be in St. Paul 
at that time members of the United 
States senate, members of .the house, 
governors of many states and mayors 
of many cities, is sufficient cause to 
say that there will be some political 
pow wows on the side, but it is the 
intention of the officers of the congress 
to keep politics out of the proceedings 
as far as possible. 


"Insurgency" is pretty well repre- 


sented on the program with Pinchot, 
Garfleld and Senators Beveridge and 
Doliiver as speakers. This in itself 
is a refutation of th« statements that 
have been made concerning President 
Taft's connection with the program. It 
.was said that the president insisted 
upon certain changes being made be- 
fore he would agree to speak. 


When Governor Eberhart returned to 
St: Paul after heading the committee 
which visited the president at Beverly 
and tendered the invitation, hd said the

'for a few days but it is known that 
Senator Doliiver will talk on "Cattle. 
Food and Leather." Such a subject 
naturally gives the senator a chance to 
say something on the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law, but it is said on good 
authority that he will not take the op- 
portunity of doing so. The big fight 
made by Senator Doliiver op the tariff 
bill was chiefly in connection with the 
hide and leather schedules. However, 
it is believed the senator will inse'rt 
enough ginger into his speech to make 
it interesting.

SENDS A LETTER TO GOVERNOR 


EBERHART 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 16.—Presi- 


dent Taft's interest in '.he second na- 
tional conservation congress to be held 
in St. Paul, Sept. 5, 6, 7, S, 9, is shown 
In a letter to Gov. Etaerhart of Minne- 
sota. 


The letter from the, president, which 


follows, is used as the' basis of letters 
to the governors who have given ex- 
cuses for not attending the congress, 
urging them to reconsider the matter 
and come to St. Paul: 


"Beverly. Mass., Aug. 6. 


"Hon. 
A. O. Eberhart, Governor of 


Minnesota, St. Paul. 
"Dear Governor: I acknowledge your 


letter of the 2nd, written from Boston, 
in which you request me to issue an 
invitation to the governors of all tho 
states to visit the conservation con- 
gress. I feel that J ought not to issue 
such an invitation since that matter Is 
entirely in the hands of Mr. Baker, Mr. 
White and yourself, and should remain 
there; hut I am glad to any to you that 
it is my sincere hope that the g6ver- 
nors of the various states, by their at- 
tendance ut the congress, will express 
the interest which I know they all feel 
in securing a full and valuable discus- 
sion of this great problem, which so 
much interests every American. 


••William H. Taft." 
It is believed in St. Paul that this 
letter from the president will be the 
means of bringing more governors to 
the congress than otherwise would 
have attended. 
It Is recognized here

It was not en- 
tirely satisfactory to all concerned and 
after it was printed and circulated a 
final conference was had on June 15th 
In-New York for the purpose of over- 
coming the objections "raised and of 
moulding the bill into more satisfactory 
shape to all those interested. 
The States Demand 


"The insurance commissioners' 
fra- 


ternal committee takes the position that 
all fraternals should be placed upon a 
safe and solvent basis and that the so- 
cieties should be compelled to 
take 


such steps in regard to rates of assess- 
ments as would place them upon this 
footing and that this result should fol- 
low by mandatory legislation governing 
nil societies alike. The societies' rep- 
resentatives were informed that this 
was the purpose of the insurance com- 
missioners and that unless the societies 
would agree, legislation in the matter 
of a force bill would' be pressed by the 
insurance commissioners. 


"The outcome of the New York con- 


ference was R compromise tendered by 
some of the representatives of tho fra- 
ternal societies which, in brief, pro- 
vided that those societies 
at 
present 


not having adequate rates of contribu- 
tion, might be allowed, within a rea- 
sonable time, to progress to a condition 
of solvency. This compromise is in- 
corporated in section 23a of the revised 
tentative bill, which will he before this 
congress for discussion and action.
